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NASH RAN BEHIND 


In the Large Cities But He Has About 


67,000 Plurality. 


Revised, Returns From All the Counties in Ohio Definitely Fix 


The Republican Majority on Joint Ballot in 


Legislature at Thirty-five. 


Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 7.—Revised 


returns from all the counties in Ohio 
definitely fix th« Republican majority 
on joint ballot in the legislature at 35. 
The Senate stands 21 Republicans to 
'12 Democrats and the House 68 Repub- 
licans to 42 Democrats. The Republi- 
cans made 
legislative gains. Com- 


jlete unofficial returns today place 
Nash's plurality at about 67,000, while 
the-balance ot the Republican ticket 
will have close to 80,000. Nash ran 
behind in the large cities. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 7.—The Repub- 


lican plurality in Ohio eclipses all rec- 
ords in what has become known as 
the quadi'ennial-"off year," and with 
two exceptions the records of other 
years. In the ''off years," or those fol- 
lowing 
a. presidential election, the 


Democrats have carried Ohio, the ex- 
ceptions being in 1881, after the death 
of Garfield, and in 1885 and 1893, after 
the Cleveland elections. 
In two of 


these three exceptional years, the 
president was a Democrat, and those 
were considered "off years" for the 
Democrats. With the single exception 
of Hoadly in 1883, the Democrats 
never elected ""a governor of Ohio in 
any other than an "off year" since the 
Republican 
party started, and then 


they won on a local issue of liquor 
taxation. 


Wherever local issues were para- 


mount this year the Republicans sus- 
tained losses, notably at Columbus, on 
account of local option, and at Cleve- 
land, on 'account of Mayor Johnson's 
agitation of "taxation inequalities."

Owing'to 
the'Republicans succeeding unexpect- 
edly in some Democratic counties, 
there are quite a number of ''unknown 
quantities" in these contests. 
. Chairman Dick of the Republican 
state committee has. the returns from 
86 counties in 'Ohio, with only two 
missing, and the two missing counties 
were ^stimated from newspaper re- 
ports withthe following results:, Sixty- 
tvfo counties have given pluralities 
aggregating 90,840. Twenty-six coun- 
ties have Dempcratic pluralities ag- 
gregating 23,179, making the plurality 
of Nash.oyer Kilbourne for governor 
67,661, and approximating 80,000 plu- 
rality for other candidates on the He- 
publican state, ticket. The total vote 
will not expend 900,000. The' plurality 
for Governor Nash exceeds that of two 
years ago, when he was elected by 
49,023. and ttie average plurality of 
the candidates on the Republican 
state ticket greatly exceeds that- for 
president last year, .when McKinley 
and Roosevelt had a plurality in Ohio 
Of 69,030.

The Republicans 'elected 68 repre- 


sentatives and the Democrats 42. The 
state1' senate stands" 21 Republicans 
and 12 Democrats. The Republican 
majority on joint ^ballot for United 
States senator is 35, and the official 
count will-not change these figtfres on 
the political complexion of the legis- 
lature, bttt the Republicans say th»y 
expect the official count slightly to in- 
crease the plurality on state ticket. 


San Francisco's New Mayor.

ing every county in the state, partly 
official and partly estimated, indicate 
a result in the legislative contest 
which is almost without parallel in 
Maryland. The most

Aat.es and calculations give the Dem- 
ocrats -4G delegates and seven newly 
elected - senators, which, combined 
with the two hold-overs in the senate, 
assures the friends of Mr. Gorman a 
total of 63 on joint ballot. The Re- 
publicans, it appears, have elected 49 
delegates and six senators., which, 
adding three hold-over senators, gives 
them a total of 58 on joint ballot. 
These figures indicate that the Repub- 
licans will be able to organize the 
house of delegates.

Result in Iowa. 


Des Moines, Nov. 1.-—Returns from 


the county auditors of^Iowa indicate 
Jhat the ultimate official vote will give 
A. B. Cummins, the Republican govei- 
nor-elect, something like 90,000 plural- 
ity. Four-fifths of the counties have 
been officially heard from and a con- 
servative estimate of the remainder- 
indicates this result as quite certain. 
Unofficial reports from every county 
give Cummins 234,492, Phillips 145,- 
064: 
Cummins' plurality 89,428. The 


returns on legislature are not com- 
plete, but the Republicans have surely 
made good gains and increased their 
already large majority by 8 or 10. 


Pennsylvania. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 7. — Practically 


complete leturns from the state give 
Harris (Rep.) for state treasurer 52,- 
360 plurality, and Potter (Rep.) for 
supreme court judge 47^39 ^plurality.

Peking, Nov. 7.—Earl Li Hung 


Chang is dead. The grand old man of 
China passed away after several hours 
of unconsciousness. His wife and.two 
sons and daughters were at his bed- 
side. , At midnight Wednesday night 
Li Hung Chang rallied, but soon after- 
ward began to fail rapidly. .His fam- 
ily had installed native doctors in 
.charge of the patient, the regular phy- 
sicians having refused to attend him 
unless the Chinese doctors were dis- 
missed. He died at 11 a. m., Thursday. 


Robert Coltman, an American, who 


was one of the physicians attending 
Earl Li, said that when he was called 
to act with Dr. Velde of the German 
legation Nov. 1, he found the patient 
very weak from a severe hemorrhage 
due to ulceration of the stomach.- "The 
hemorrhage was readily controlled," 
said Dr Coltman. "but owing to the 
underlying condition of chronic gas- 
tritis, \vith persistent nausea, only the 
mildest liuqid food could be injected. 
Wednesday he was cheerful and with- 
out pain, but at 2 a. m. Thursday he 
became unconscious and was no 
longer able to get rid of the collection 
of mucous, which he had been freely 
expectorating.' 


Chinese officials throng the foreign 


office. Telegrams have been sent sum- 
moning Prince Ching, who is now a< 
his way to meet the court, and Chou 
Fu, provincial treasurer, from Pao 
Ting Fu. The former will assume the 
general charge of governmental Af- 
fairs and the latter will act as govei- 
nor of Chi-Li until Li Hung Chang's 
successor in that office, who will prob- 
ably be Yuan Shi Kai, is appointed. 


Owing to the effect his death will 


have upon the populace, and to guard 
against a possible anti-foreign demon- 
stration, the Chinese generals have 
disposed of their troops about the city 
in such a way as to command the sit- 
uation. Trouble, however, is extreme- 
ly improbable. 


Earl Li's persistent refusals to re- 


frain from attending to government 
business aggravated his malady, while 
the refusal of the family to permit 
certain measures customary in west- 
ern'' medical practice for relieving the 
stomach contributed to his demise.

In concluding Captain Lemly gen- 


erously absolved Admiral Schley from 
all charges of cowardice, saying "from 
mj 
knowledge of the man, having 


served under his command on two 
ciuisers. I have never believed, nor 
do I claim from the evidence that per- 
sonal misconduct—or to call a spade 
a spade, cowardice—was exhibited by 
Commodore Schley in any part of his 
career as commander-m-chief of the 
flying squadron. 
But I submit with 


rogret. that in the passing from Key 
West to Cienftiegos, while at the lat-1 


tcr post, en route to the southward of 
Santiago without settled destination 
m the retrograde movement in the re- 
turn to the vicinity of Santiago and in 
the affair of May 31, the Commodore 
exhibited unsteadiness of purpose and 
m push and failure to obey orders.

once in enormous quantities, like a sol- 
diers' mess at camp, and my fastidious 
car appetite had revolted and faded 
away during the fiir-t course, but now 
I eat with relish, knowing the condi- 
tion of the source ot supply. 


Another refrigerator is entirely for 


meats and game, another for fruit, and 
e^ en bread and cake are kept in a re- 
frigerator that they letain their mois- 
ture. Outside the kitchen there is a 
sacred icebox under lock and key, and 
no man may put his hand therein ex- 
cept ..he steward or housekeeper of the 
dining car. There twenty-five kinds of 
wine are kept, and there will be shown 
to you, with a manner awed but proud, 
the royal family of champagne with 
cool, gold crowned heads sitting on an 
icy throne. 


But, to go back to the kitchen, that 


apartment is occupied by three men 
all in white, with perhaps a blue cor- 
don for tradition's sake, who serve 
deftly and capably the hiveful of wait- 
ers that swarrn at the open square at 
the inner end of the room. It is a 
wise provision that prevents close con- 
tacts, for cooks are apt to be "redhot" 
at the crucial hour of dinner serving, 
and, 
besides, the car kitchen can con- 


tain no more men than the three cooks, 
who broil, roast, stew and fry the 
numberless fancies of the patrons' pal- 
ates. 
These men work hard. 
The 


head cook, whose salary is about §70 
per month, stands farthest from the 
window where the waiters clamor and 
is a bit more serious. 
The middle 


cook, on $45 salary, is lively or sub- 
missive according -to the man he ad- 
dresses, and the end cook finds time 
to chaff the owners of the dark faces 
who call orders, 'and sometimes he 
sings as happily as a conceited boy 
who fancies his future on the operatic 
stage. 


These three men make up the white 


capped trio we see peering- out of the 
windows of the dining car as it slips 
into the station. All the other em- 
ployees of the train come into contact 
with passengers and have interesting 
experiences, but these are confined in 
the galley and are eager for scant 
glimpses at the station. 
Sometimes 


the car has a little balcony at the end, 
where they can escape the heat of 
their quarters, a needed relief in sum- 
mer time. 


The waiters have a pantry adjoining 


the kitchen and opening into it only 
by the little square window with a 
counter on either side. When your or- 
der is given and the waiter disappears, 
this is where he has gone. Here are 
kept supplies of dishes and silver, and 
here it is the waiter makes up the 
dishes of cakes, fruit and cheese you 
call for with which to tie up the ends 
of your appetite. 


Before the dining car is drawn away 


from the caryards the special house- 
keeper who has it in charge must see 
that every sort of supply is on hand 
and in sufficient, but not too lavish, 
quantity. Sometimes there are ninety 
persons to feed, sometimes one-third 
that number, but the probable number 
on the various runs is known. In long 
journeys there are commissary sta- 
tions along the way where the car may 
be restocked, but this is seldom neces- 
sary except with such perishables as 
cream and milk. Have you ever heard 
a porter agitating that subject with 
station employees at Buffalo or else- 
where? That means the emergency 
has arisen in the dining car. Such 
things might easily happen in a larder 
where demands are irregular and mar- 
kets scores of miles away. It is a won- 
der they do not happen oftener when 
we reflect tbat economy in perishable 
things is exacted from the steward 
housekeeper. 


Just before he sends his black com- 


missary to announce dinner to the hun- 
gering pasengers every man slips on 
jacket and apron of whitest linen and 
by this little act of costuming is con- 
verted at once from the nondescript 
man of the streets into the most spruce 
of servitors. Then, with everything 
ready in the kitchen and with his flock 
of assistants about him, the house- 
keeper of the dining car awaits the 
coming of his guests. And in they 
come, thoughtless blessing takers, with 
never a reflection on the hours of prep- 
aration by the army of men that it ;

GAME LAWS 


Times When Sportsmen May Enjoy 


Themselves —The Open Season 


Begins Next Week. 


For the benefit 
of sportsmen the 


Advocate gives the full text of the 
game law as passed by the last Ohio 
legislature: 


Sec. 6961. No person shall on any 


place, catch, kill or injure, or pursue 
with such intent, any quail, woodcock, 
squirrel or rabbit, ruffled grouse, or 
pheasant or prairie chicken, or a>y 
rail, snipe, kildeer or plover, except 
between the tenth day of November 
and the first day of December, inclu- 
sive; or any coot or mud hen, or wild 
duck, except between the tenth day of 
November and the firsts day of Decem- 
ber, inclusive, and the tenth day of 
March and the tenth day of April, in- 
clusive. 


No person shall at any time, catch, 


kill or injure, or pursue with such in- 
tent, any wild duck or wild goose, by 
the aid or use ol any swivel or punt 
gun, or any other gun but a common 
shoulder gun; or, with the aid or use 
of or from any sink boat or battery, or 
by the use or aid of any steamboat, 
naphtha launch, sailboat, 
electric 


launch, steam launch or any kind of 
boat whatever, except a common row 
boat propelled by oars. 


No person shall, at any time, catch, 


kill or injure or pursue with such in- 
tent, any of the birds, game or ani- 
mals mentioned in this act, with or 
by the use of any trap, net or snare, or 
destroy any of the eggs or nests of any 
of the birds named in this section. 


No person shall kill any wild duck 


on Saturday or Monday of any week. 
No person shall hunt, shoot or trap 
or have in possession in the open air 
for such purpose, any of the imple- 
ments for the hunting, shooting or 
trapping of the same, on the first day 
of the week, commonly called Sunday. 


No person shall shoot at or kill any 


wild duck before five o'clock in the 
forenoon, or after six o'cock in the aft- 
ernoon of any day upon which it shall 
be lawful to kill the same. 


Any person violating any of 
the 


provisions of this act, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined as provided in 
section 6968. Provided, that nothing 
herein shall be construed so as to pro- 
hibit the killing of squirrels or rab- 
bits by the owner or tenant of any 
premises where such animals may be 
found injuring grain, fruit trees, shrub- 
bery or vegetables.
